(OFLC No. 300962). This decision was registered on 9 July 2003. 

The extra material on the DVD includes notices and six trailers. Most of the trailers on 
the DVD present criminal violence, often threatening behaviour with guns, to the same 
degree as that in the feature. Therefore there is nothing in the DVD version that 
requires it to receive a different classification to that given to the video recording.
